(i) There appeared to be twoohannels, each of about 70cni. 
width, runnin:;r longditudinally near the sides of the 
transporters . 

(ii) There were also t’wo movable steel channel sections of about 
70am. width on each transporter, which could be fixed in 
the rear of the transporter for loading or off-loading AEVs. 

(iii) There are towing hooks at each end of the transporters. 

(iv) The tarpaulins covering the transporters on arrival at 
AXTGERSLORF were marked LENINGRAD (in Cyrillic script).
